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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the Final Office Action for application number 10/671,863 Display 
Apparatus, filed on 9/29/03. Claims 1-39 are pending. This Final Office Action is in 
response to applicant's reply dated 5/24/05. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. 
Code not included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated any new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 5/31/05 and 7/25/05. 
The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "monitor body" 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
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number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 21 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 23 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 23 recites a 
"ball unit" which is likely intended to be a "ball bearing unit". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
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one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claims 1 , 38 and 39 recite a "monitor body" which has not been adequately 
disclosed by the original disclosure and should be cancelled from the claims. A monitor 
body cannot be added to the disclosure, the term main changed to monitor which 
changes the scope of the disclosure and the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-4, 30 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by United States Patent No. 6712321 to Su et al. 

The patent to Su et al discloses a display apparatus having a base part (1 1 1 ), a 
monitor body (2) a body bracket (162) fixedly coupled to the monitor body (2), a pair of 
sliders (131 1, See Drawing Below) adjustable fasteners (C) connected to the monitor 
body (16) to be engaged with a pair of parallel guide rails (121 , See Drawing Below) to 
stand on the base part, and a guide bracket (136) coupled to the guide rails and a stand 
supporting part (112) installed on the base part and a connecting assembly (b) to 
connect the stand part to the body bracket, and a supporting bracket (161) to support 
the connecting assembly. Sue et al also teaches at least one spiral spring (143) having 
an elasticity enough to support weight of the main body to extend and contract in 
response to the movement of the slider. Su et al. also shows a spring supporting block 
(135) provided between the sliders wherein the at least one spiral spring (143) has a 
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first end and a spiral shaped wound part coupled to the guide bracket and a second end 
extended from the wound part coupled to the block via the rest of the spiral spring.

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Claim 39 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by United 
States Patent No. 6062148 to Hodge et al. 

Hodge et. al discloses a display apparatus having a base part (151), a guide rail 
(150) extending from the base part, a slider (110), guided by the guide rail to translate 
thereon, a ball bearing unit (118) provided between the guide rail and the slider, a body 
bracket (3), a supporting bracket (2) connected to the slider, a connecting assembly 
(131) connected between the supporting bracket and the body bracket, at least one 
spiral spring (5) having an elasticity sufficient to support a monitor body. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-29 and 31-37 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1st paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

With regards to claims 5-7 and 35-37 the reason is that the prior art does not 
teach wherein there are two spiral springs, one in front of the guide bracket and one in 
the back of the guide bracket. 
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With regards to claims 8-29 and 31 , the prior art does not teach a ball bearing 
unit provided between the guide rail and the slider. 

With regards to claim 32, the prior art does not teach wherein the slider is drawn 
out from the rail, but a predetermined length by an upward movement along the guide 
rail. 

With regards to claim 33 and 34, the prior art does not teach wherein the spring 
supporting block to perform a sliding motion along with the movement of the sliders.
